University as equivalent to Matriculation or in an extract 
from a Register of Matriculates maintained by a Univer- 
sity, which extract must be certified by the proper autho- 
rity of the University, The expression Matriculation 
Certificate in this part of the instructions must be under- 
stood as including these alternative certificates. 

Candidates will thus understand that the Matriculation 
Certificate is required in all cases as evidence of age, 
and it must invariably be sent to the Commission, in origi- 
nal, with a copy thereof, together with the application.
